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Rules under the Intermediate Education (Ireland) 
Act, 1914, as to the constitution and procedure 
of the Registration Council. 


BY THE LORD LIEUTENANT-GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF 
IRELAND.

Whereas by the Intermediate Education '(Ireland) Act, 1914, it is enacted that 
the Lord Lieutenant may constitute a Registration Council consisting of represen- 
tatives of the teaching profession in Ireland; the Intermediate Education Board 
for Ireland; the Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for Ireland, 
and such Universities and other Bodies interested in education as ought, in the 
opinion of the Lord Lieutenant, to be represented thereon, and that there shall be 
assigned to the Council the duty of framing, with the approval of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, regulations for a Register of the intermediate school teachers in Ireland who 
satisfy the conditions of registration prescribed by the regulations and apply to be 
registered. 

And Whereas by the said Act it is further enacted that the Lord Lieutenant 
may make rules for carrying the Act into effect, and in particular for the purpose 
(amongst other things) of defining the constitution and regulating the procedure of 
the Registration Council. 

And Whereas it appears to the Lord Lieutenant to be proper that the represen- 
tatives on the Council of the teaching profession in Ireland should be appointed by 
the several bodies named in the first- column of Part I. of the Schedule to these Rules, 
and that the University of Dublin, the National Universitv of Ireland, and the 
Queen s University of Belfast should, respectively, be represented on the said Council 
by members appointed by the several bodies named in the first column of Part III of 
the said Schedule. 

Now therefore We, Ivor Churchill, Baron Wimborne, Lord Lieutenant-General 
and General Governor of Ireland, by virtue of the powers vested in Us under the 
Intermediate Education (Ireland) Act, 1914, and of every other power Us in that 
behalf enabling do hereby make the following Rules for the purposes aforesaid : — 


1. There shall be established a Registration Council, constituted as in these 
Rules provided, to whom shall be assigned the duty of framing, with the approval 
of the Lord Lieutenant, regulations for a register of the intermediate school teachers 
m Ireland who satisfy the conditions of registration prescribed bv the regulations 
and apply to be registered. & 


, 2, The Registration Council shall consist of fifteen members appointed by the 
Bodies named m the first column of the Schedule to these Rules (hereinafter referred 
to as appointing Bodies) in the numbers respectively set opposite to the name of each 
such appointing Body in the second column of the said Schedule. 

3. (1) Subject to the provisions of these Rules the term of office' of a member of 
the Council shall be three years, but the members first appointed shall continue in 
office until the first day of January, 1920. On the first day of January, 1920 and 
on the first day of January m every third year thereafter, all members shall go out of 
office and their places shall be filled by new appointments, but a person goino- out of 
office may be re-appomted. 1 & s L U1 


(.2) Any member who is incapacitated from acting, or communicates in writing 
to the Council a wish to resign, or is adjudged a bankrupt, or makes a composition or 
arrangement with his creditors, or is absent from all meetings of the Council during 
a period of twelve months (except for some reason approved by the Council) shall 
forthwith cease to be a member of the Council. 
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(3) On a casual vacancy occurring by reason of the death, incapacity, resignation, 
or absence of a member, or otherwise, the vacancy shall be filled by a member 
appointed by the appointing body by whom the vacating member was appointed, and 
the person so appointed shall hold office until the time when the person in whose 
place he is appointed would have regularly gone out of office and shall then go out of 
office. 

(4) Each appointing body shall, as soon as they appoint a member of the Council, 
notify the name and address of the person appointed to the Assistant Commissioners 
of the Intermediate Education Board for Ireland (in these Rules referred to as the 
Assistant Commissioners) and to such other persons as the Council may direct. 

4. The Registration Council shall hold an annual meeting in the month of 
January in each year and such other meetings as may be necessary for the transaction 
of business. 

A special meeting of the Council may be called at any time on the direction of 
the chairman or on a requisition signed by any five members. 

The first meeting of the Registration Council shall be held in the year 1915 at 
such time and place as may be fixed by the Assistant Commissioners. 

5. (1) The first business at the first meeting and at each annual meeting of the 
Council shall be the election of a chairman, who shall hold office until the next annual 
meeting and shall be eligible for re-election. A casual vacancy in the office of chair- 
man owing to the chairman resigning or ceasing to be a member of the Council shall 
be filled by an election of a new chairman, who shall hold office until the time when 
the chairman in whose place he is appointed would regularly have gone out of office. 

(2) At every meeting of the Council the chairman, if present, shall preside. If 
the chairman is absent, or pending the election of a chairman, such member as the 
members then present choose shall preside. 

(3) Every question at a meeting of the Council shall be decided by a majority of 
votes of the members of the Council present, and voting on that question and in the 
case of equality of votes the person presiding at the meeting shall have a second or 
casting vote. 

(4) The quorum of the Council shall be four. 

(5) The Council may appoint such and so many committees from amongst their 
number as they think fit for the transaction of any business which, in their opinion, 
will be better transacted through a committee. 

(6) An officer of the Intermediate Education Board for Ireland, nominated for 
the purpose by the Assistant Commissioners, shall act as Secretary to the Council. 

(7) A minute of the proceedings of the Council signed at the same or the next 
ensuing meeting by a member of the Council describing himself as or appearing to 
be chairman of the meeting at which the minute is signed shall be received in evidence 
without further proof. 

(8) Until the contrary is proved every meeting in respect of the proceedings 
whereof a minute has been so made shall be deemed to have been duly convened and 
held. 

(9) No act or proceeding of the Council shall be questioned on account of any 
vacancy in their body or on account of the appointment of any member having been 
defective. 

6. The Council shall in the month of January in each year present to the Lord 
Lieutenant a general report of their proceedings during the last preceding year, and 
before framing any regulation for the register of intermediate school teachers in 
Ireland shall submit a draft of the proposed regulation to the Lord Lieutenant for 
bis approval, and no regulation shall have effect unless and until it is approved by 
the Lord Lieutenant. If the regulations provide for the charge of a fee to persons 
in respect of registration, they shall provide for that fee being charged at a uniform 
rate, whether annually or otherwise, to all such persons. 

7. Subject to the provisions of these Rules the Council may regulate their pro- 
ceedings in such manner as they think fit. 
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8. Subject to the approval of the Treasury, expenses in connection with the 
meetings and proceedings of the Council or their committees may, if the Lord Lieu- 
tenant so directs, be paid by the Board of Intermediate Education for Ireland and 
defrayed as expenses incurred by the Board in discharge of the additional duties 
imposed upon them under the Intermediate Education (Ireland) Act, 1914. 

9. The Interpretation Act, 1889. applies for the purpose of the interpretation of 
these Rules as it applies for the purpose of the interpretation of an Act of Parlia- 
ment. 

10. These rules may be cited as the Registration Council (Constitution and Pro- 
cedure) Rules, 1915, and, subject to the provisions of sub-section (2) of section three 
of the Intermediate Education (Ireland) Act, 1914, shall come into operation on the. 
expiration of forty days after they have been laid before Parliament under that 
sub-section.
